WOMAN IS GIVEN A FINE 


Flora Baker Pleads Guilty to

San Francisco, Feb. 24—(#")— 


Fred "Dummy" Mahan, a lead- 
ing welterweight boxer, was dead 
today, the victim of a parachute 
plunge undertaken to cure him 
of a childhood malady which 
had robbed him of his speech 
and hearing. 


Mahan fell 3,200 feet to his 


death at Mills field yesterday af- 
ter his parachute had failed to 
open.. The fatal accident was 
witnessed by a large" crowd of 
spectators, 
including 
several 


deaf-mutes, who had gathered 
to watch the drop. ' 


The drop was one of several 


efforts made by Mahan to re- 
gain his voice arid hearing. He 
had made one previous para- 
chute leap and a fast dive in an 
airplane. 
After these experi- 


ments he worte that he could 
hear for several hours. 


Although disuaded by 
his 


manager, Fred "Windy" Winsor, 
from attempting the long leap, 
Mahan climbed into the cockpit 
of a plane piloted by Colonel 
Harry Abbott, of Berkeley. 


Abbott, inventor of a "fool 


proof" parachute, said he in- 
structed Mahan by writing that 
he was to count six before pul- 
ling the ripcord of the para- 
chute: The long drop, it was 
thought, possibly would restore 
Mahan's speech and "hearing. :-~; 


,.Mahan jumped from the plane 
above Mills field, but the para- 
chute did not open and he 
plunged into the mud flats near

Dr. Louis A. Warren, who is di- 


rector of the.Lincoln Historical 
Research Foundation endowed 
by the Lincoln National Life In- 
surance .company of Fort Wayne, 
spoke last night at the Main 
Street Christian church on Lin- 
coln's Religious Background. He 
said that although Lincoln was 
never affiliated with any Chris- 
tian-body 6*f believers that hr. 
had exhibited to the world one of 
the finest^ examples of Christian 
living in all times.

The speaker said he felt .this- 


was'largely due to the fine moral 
atmosphere which surrounded 
Abraham 'Lincoln in -his early 
home life. He dwelt upon the re- 
ligious fervor of theJHankses, cit- 
ing;.iristanaesjwhibh,:proyedr their 
loyalty vto the "church. '""*'. ."~~~" 


•- He,^laimed that Lincoln was 
actually born in the midst of the 
slavery controversy in the South 
Fork community where the cabin 
home stood. He showed by read- 
ing many, church7 documents 
that Lincoln's father was an in- 
fluential member of the 
Little 


Pigeon Church near the. cabin 
home ,in Indiana. 
, 


Dr. Warren discussed the influ- 


ence of the early-preachers over 
this growing boy and 
affirmed 


that there -were5 really but twc 
professions'open to him—that of 
the ministry; that of law. Dr 
Warren; also touched upon the 
brief interval in Lincoln's Tife 
when he was somewhat influ- 
enced by the writings of Payne 
and the opinions of his friem.- 
and -roommate, Joshue Speed.. 


Possibly the vmost interesting 


oart of Dr. Warren's lecture was 
his reference'to the discipline in 
the early churches in the very 
community where the Lincolns 
lived. Some of the strange relig- 
ious practices'of the early pion- 
eer were also touched upon 
which found expression in> the 
later" life of Abraham Lincoln..-
